Deputy Comptroller:  “The Board has one item that h as been added 

to today’s agenda that is not on the printed agenda  and it is an 

item from the Department of Housing and Community D evelopment. 

The Board is requested to approve and execute the a ttached 

agreement with the State of Maryland to provide $44 0,000.00 in 

additional stimulus-funded weatherization assistanc e to between 

80 and 100 families by June 30, 2014. The amount of  money is 

$440,000.00. The background information reads, ‘Bet ween 2009 and 

2013, the Baltimore City Department of Housing and Community 

Development successfully implemented the federal st imulus-funded 

Weatherization Assistance Program providing energy conservation 

services to over 4,000 low-income households with $ 15.7 million 

in funding. During that same period of time, one or  more 

Maryland sub-divisions did not successfully use the ir 

allocations and $440,000.00 is now available to the  City of 

Baltimore for additional weatherization. The additi onal funding 

must be used by June 30, 2014. The State of Marylan d called upon 
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the City of Baltimore to assist in productively usi ng these 

federal funds because of our record of past success . The DHCD 

has sufficient capacity and weatherization projects  underway to 

meet this challenge, aid the State, and further aid  low-income 

families in Baltimore City. Eligible families for s timulus-

funded weatherization are those with annual incomes  at or below 

60% of area median income. Weatherization contracto rs performing 

this work are required to abide by Davis-Bacon wage  standards. 

MBE/WBE Participation: Weatherization contractors f ully comply 

with MBE/WBE requirements of the City of Baltimore,  but the 

action requested of the Board today is the acceptan ce of federal 

funding through the State of Maryland. That item wi ll be added 

to the non-routine agenda and presented and by repr esentatives 

of the Department of Housing and Community Developm ent.”

The Baltimore City Fire Department has held a Thril l Show and 
other fire prevention activities in past years to r aise funds to 
benefit the Baltimore City Fire Department Preventi on Fund. In 
previous years, the funds raised have helped offset  the cost of 
the Department’s Thrill Show, as well as the Free S moke Alarm 
Program. Controlled donors will not be targeted and  will be 
solicited, if at all, in the same manner as other p otential 
donors. There will be no suggestion that potential donors might 
receive special access or favored treatment from an y City agency 
or official.

Under this agreement, BGE agrees to provide the Cit y up to 24 
months of historical electricity and natural gas co nsumption 
data and up to 36 months of post program electricit y and natural 
gas consumption data about BGE’s customers on an ag gregated or 
individual basis.  
 
In the matter of the merger between Exelon Corporat ion and 
Constellation Energy Group, Inc. the Maryland Publi c Service 
Commission ordered that a $113 million Customer Inv estment Fund 
be created for the entire territory of the BGE to a ddress the 
energy problems of low-income families and communit ies. 
 
The Mayor directed four City agencies to work toget her, with 
assistance from the Law Department, and craft an in novative and 
integrated proposal to submit to the Maryland Publi c Service 
Commission. The result was the Coordinating Resourc es to 
Effectively Align and Transform Energy Services pro gram 
(CREATES).

800 blocks of East Preston Street for the creation of 30 units 
of affordable homeownership. The First Amendment ad ded 
environmental review and approval language required  by HUD which 
is a condition of Neighborhood Stabilization Progra m 2 (NSP2) 
funds provided to Mi Casa, Inc. On March 14, 2012, the Board 
approved the First Amendment to the LDA. Phase II c onsists of 12 
properties (806, 808, 810, 812, 814, 816, 818, 820,  822, 826, 
828, and 834) on East Preston Street.
